1. This Office Action is in response to an Amendment filed June 11, 2007. Claims 1-22 
have been examined. Claims 1-22 have been rejected. 

2. The Examiner would like to thank the Applicant for the well-presented response, 
which was useful in the examination process. The Examiner appreciates the effort to 
carefully analyze the Office Action, and make appropriate, clear arguments. 



Response to Remarks 

3. As an initial matter, the Applicant is respectfully requested to note the objection to 
the specification, as described below. 

4. Regarding claims 9-16 rejected under 35 USC § 101: 

a. Applicant's claim amendments overcome the rejection. 

5. Regarding independent claims 1, 9 and 17 rejected under 35 USC § 103: 

a. Applicant's arguments (pages 7 - 16) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Accordingly, the rejections are withdrawn. However, new rejections 
are made under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. 



Specification 

6. The Abstract is objected to for the following minor informality: The Abstract recites 
in lines 2-3, "that includes of creating". A piece appears to be missing. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

a. Claims 1 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

i. Regarding independent claims 1, 9 and 17, the claim 1 recites in 
lines 1-3, "preparing a test source file for verifying the performance of a 
simulated cache memory integrated circuit device design/ 7 and similarly 
for claims 9 and 17. The claim limitations do not appear to satisfy the 
preamble because, while the limitations prepare a test file, the limitations 
do not appear to prepare a test file "for verifying the performance of a 
simulated cache memory integrated circuit device design 7 '. Correction or 
amendment is required.

8. Regarding claims 1 - 22, any indication of allowability is held in abeyance pending 
resolution of the outstanding rejections.
